ANOTHKIt TOKI'KDO ACCIDENT. 


Two Mou arc Serlougly Injured Whllu Kx- 


perimontliiK In the Inner Barhor. 


During tlio exercises of the Torpedo 


Ordnance Class Thursday afternoon,an 
accident occurred which cuino near bo- 
ing a repetition of that tumble disas- 
ter which befell the summer class of 
1831. Six officers and seamen, inclu- 
ding Lieutenant Ilolman who was in 
charge, were having .1 target practice in 
the inner harbor. They wore on lioard 
the steam launch and were in the act 
of running out the starboard spar, pre- 
paratory to submerging it for a charge 
upon a barrel which was floating at 
some, distance, when the torpedo ex- 
ploded with a terrific report which was 
distinctly heard and felt throughout 
the city. 
Fortunately the explosion 


did not occur until the spar had been 
well run out thus saving the boat and 
crew from entire destruction. As it 
was, Coxswain William Kitchen and 
Seaman Theodore McMahon, who were 
stationed in the starboard bow, were 
the only sufferers and their injuries, 
though exceedingly painful,are not nec- 
essarily fatal. 
Their right sides were 


badly lacerated and filled with splin- 
ters and fragments from the torpedo. 
The boat was put ashore as soon as 
possible and after a hasty examination 
by Naval Surgeon Wise the injured men 
were placed in the city ambulance and 
taken to the Newport- Hospital where 
they are reported in as comfortable a 
condition as could be expected.

tor of the Bateman House on Bate 
man's Point, died at that wcll-knowi 
hostelry at one'O'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. He had been in feeble health foi 
along time..having failed rapidly since 
the death, in May last, of his most cs 
timable wife, but tho end proved mucl 
nearer than was expected. Mr. liate 
man was born August 20, 1802, iu th 
same house in which ho died'and it was 
there he spent tho four-score-and-five 
years of his life. 
Ho early conccivo< 


the idea of establishing a summer hoto 
upon his birthplace, the natural attrac 
tions of which were then, as now, un 
equalled, and altering and enlarging 
the farm house to meet the require 
ments entered upon his life's work 
while yet a young man. 
Success was 


assured from the start and it was but a 
few years, comparatively, before the 
fame of tho Bateman 
House was 


second only to that of Newport herself 
and his guests have included person- 
ages of tho highest American and Eu- 
ropean circles. Few hotel men were 
more widely known or more universal- 
ly respected and esteemed than was 
Mr. Bateman. 


Starting a poor boy he early acquired 


prudence and a love for his work which 
never lessened even when enfeebled by 
age and he had complete management 
of his business affairs up to the very 
end. lie made a large fortune, by 
his Industry, which he used throughout 
the latter years of his life with marked 
liberality, helping those whom ho 
thought deserving. Though quiet and 
unassuming In manner, ho was a man 
of fixed convictions, in accordance with 
which he lived. Ho was a member of 
the society of Friends and always took 
a deep interest iu its welfare. He was 
President of the Merchants Bank in 
;his city at the time of his death.

eaves no children and only one brother, 
tfr. Luther Bateman. and three sisters, 
Miss Julia Batcman and Mrs. Samuel 
Luther, of Fall River, and Mrs. Jane 
Sordon, of Ohio.

In the United SUtes am about teven 


ty In.titutlom de.luhed for the refor 
mttion of young offender.. Their iu 
mates number more than ulnethouuiu 
boys mul girls. Tbo cautvi of commit- 
ment' ehibraco nearly every offence 
from petty larceny to mausluuKbtur. 
The means of amendment employed In. 
oltulo not only the removal of the offend 
er from the opportunity of inilulgin^ 
his criminal tastes, but also tbo tuaoh- 
iiiK of some traclt, instruction in tho 
elementary brandies of knowledge, un< 
endeavor to form an upright character. 
Concerning tho success uf tho reform 
school in the reformation of those in- 
trusted to it, there is room for two con- 
trary opinions. In an examination 
<>t 


tho convicts of tho prisonsof Now York, 
which was ordered by the Prison Asso- 
ciation of the State in 187S, it was 
found that of the inmates of the Sing 
Sing Penitentiary, 22.31 per cent, had 
been "refuse" boys. As the usual 
number of inmates of the reformatories 
of New York exceeds three thousand, 
it is plain that tho largo proportion of 
them do not become inmates of prisons 
within tbo State. 


As to the reforms accomplished, esti- 


mates vary from GO to 75 per cent. But 
in these percentages are included many 
children who without being vicious, but 
exposed and homeless, are received in- 
to houses of rofn^o. Tim proportion, 
therefore, of those who have served in 
reform schools who are afterwards con- 
victed of crimes is small, not exceeding 
30 or 40 per cent. Yet statistics indi- 
cate that tho influence of these school* 
in impressing evil habits upon a certain 
class of their boys is 
exceedingly 


strong. Of the 22.31 per cent, of tl'ie 
Sing Sing convicts examined who had 
jeen In these schools, 08 per cent.—lil'ty- 
one out of fifty-two—were habitual 
criminals. Some light is thrown upon 
ho methods by which the reform 
school helps to fix the criminality by 
tbe following conversation between a 
convict at Sing Sing and an ' examiner: 


"Please, sir, may I ask you a qucs- 


lon?" asks theconvict. 


"Certainly," is tho examiner's re- 


"Why do they send boys to tho house 


of refuge?" 


"I suppose it is to tench them to be 


fetter boys.*' 


"That's a great mistake, for they get 


worse." 


"How should thai be?" 
"I wouldn't be here only I was sent 


;o tho refuge." 


"What (lid yon learn there that 


ihonld have caused you to ho sent 
lore?" 


"I didn't know how to pick pockets 


>efore I went, and 1 didn't know no 
onces; that's whore you sell what you 
teal, you know." 
"What else did you learn in tho way 


if thieving?" 


"T learned how to put up ft job in 


jurglary." 


Another inmate—who at the age of 
even stole fruit and was sent to a re- 
onn school at Albany for nine months; 
at eight was found guilty of petty lar- 
eny, and sent to the house of refuge; 
at twelve was committed to a juvenile 


lylum, and escaped three times in four 
lays; and three other times before 
caching his majority was sentenced to 
oformatories, and who between the 
iges of twenty-one and forty-ono bad 
icon committed to prison no less than 
en times—remarked to an examiu- 
ir: 


"1 never learned a thing in my life in 


irison to benefit me outside. 
The 


louse of refuge is tho worst place a 
joy could bo sent to." 


"Why 
so?" 


"Boys are worse than mon; I believe 


toys know more mischief than men. In 
ho house of refuge 1 learned to sneak- 
hief, shop-lift, pick pockets and open 
a lock." 


"How did you get an opportunity to 


earn all this?" 


"There's plenty of chance. 
They 


earn it from each other when at 
ilay." 


In respect to tho ovi! influence of the 
vil Influence of the reform school up- 
in certain boys, it is, moreover, worth 
vhile to refer to the experience of one 
if the most learned and humane judges 
if the Supremo Bench of Maine. Bo- 
ore his court was brought a boy who 
md, evidently iu a lit of extreme rage, 
hot his father. lie had, so far as 
tnown, borne a good reputation, und 
vas a church member. Ho pleaded 
bat ho believed the gun was not load- 
d, and only intdnded to frighten his 
larent. The jury returned a verdict 
if guilty. Never before, confesses tbe 
udge, didhfi spend so many sleepless 
ignts in determining upon a sentence, 
t lay in bis power: to commit the 
ad either to tho reform school of the 
late during the remainder of his nia- 
ority or to the State prison for a term 
f years. He chose the latter alterna- 
ive, 
and on the ground that in the re- 


orm scliool he would learn certain vi- 
ious and criminal habits, which would 
probably render bis whole life criminal 
nd vicious. In the prison, separated 
rom other convicts, ho would be in loss 
icril of contamination. Ilaving solely 
n view tho interests of the boy, the 
"udge deaided that the disgrace of be- 
ng a State prison convict was less per- 
lous than the danger of education in 
vil which the baser members of the re- 
orm school give their purer associates.

Coal or Wood for Ta& 


. In actual heating power It li dlfleilt 
to obtain exact fljjurtm of comparison 
between coal and wood,- because tbo 
quantity of moisture may vary to the 
extent uf twenty-live or thirty percent. 
This would reduce th-- value of Ihe 
wood to atwut the same extent. 
The 


most careful experiments slinw that a 
ton of anthracite is equal to about one 
cord and one-half uf mixed hard woods, 
chiefly oak. This supposes the wood 
to bo well seasoned. A ton of anthra- 
cite, in snmu cases, may be fully equal 
to iwo cords ami one-quarter of soft 
wood, such as hemlock, white pine, etc. 
In Massachusetts, a number of experi- 
ments made a few years a^o, showed 
that a ton of hard coal was equal ti 
one cord and six-tenths of hemlock. 


One ton ot Mima of the poor Western 


coals is not equiil to a cord of gooil 
hard wood. Taking all the estimates 
together, a ton of good hard or anthi:i- 
cite coal is alout tho same in heating 
power as a ton of tho best bituminous 
coal. A ton uf 2,000 pounds of either 
kind may he taken as equal to about 
one cord ami one half nf what may be 
called good, dry, merchantable, bard 
wood. 


When wood, cut anil spli!, sells for 


94,00 ]>rr cord, It is equal in price to 
coal at 4KI.OO per ton. 
But when the 


price of wood in four-font, lengths is 
two-thirds that of cual, llu-n the cual is 
much cheaper, because the sawing and 
spotting must, be adderl.

?i eat many cases, he taken into ac- 
count A coal-fire in a magazine stove 
will burn all day in ordinary weather 
without attention. 
An ordinary lire 


needs attention perhaps twice a day. 
For an equal amount of heat, two o. 
three times as great a weight of wood 
has to he lifted as would be required if 
coal were used. 
The following is a 


safe rule by which to ascertain when 
to buy coal: Add one-half to the cost 
of the wood, aud, if the amount equals 
he prico of coal per ton, coal is the 
sheapett, besides being more readily 
landled. The wood should bo mcas- 
ired in the stick, and not after it is cut 
and split. 


The London Poor. 


A problem scarcely inferior in impor- 


ance to the Irish question must short- 
y call for consideration by the govern- 
ment, namely:—What to do with the 
memploycd—continually increasing in 
lumber—who ciinnot find employment 
n other parts of the country and who 
lock here filled with the spirit of the 
jld legend, "London streets are paved 
vith gold?" Too soon they find the 
ruth of DeQuincy's saying "Oxford 
itreet Is a stony-hearted stepmother.'' 


Poor agricultural laborers and arti- 


sans from the towns spend their last 
shilling to get to London, only to find 
hcmsclvcs further from work than 
ivor. They swell tho immense crowd of 
lomeless outcasts of acity which grows 
at a rate that alarms everyone familiar 
with it. The population amounts to 
about four and a half millions, always 
rolling up. There are no important 
manufactures here, no productions add- 
ng to the general wealth, and London 
s fast becoming n source of weakness 
tnd danger to the entire community. 
The government is powerless, yet it 
will be expected to do something. 


The early appearance of winter on the 
echo deepens the anxiety of the au- 
horitics. A large proportion of the 
rowd daily meet in Trafalgar Square- 
ot genuine workingmcn, but profcs- 
ional loafers and pickpockets. But 
way in the background stands a large 
nass of suffering humanity—thousands 
if women and ciiildron on the verge of 
tarvation. Private charity is active. 
Thousands of pounds arc spent that are 
icvcr heard of in the papers; but still 
he horrible cry of hunger and want 
ings through tho vast city. What can 
iny government do?—[Cable Letter to

Improved Merino Sheep. 


Since 1800 the average fleece of Amer- 


ican sheep lias been doubled in weight. 
This is mainly due :o crossing with the 
improved Merino as grown by Vermont 
and and western New York breeders. 
It is time now to select the rams for 
breeding next year's lambs. The sheen 
owner who intends to raise his lambs 
and improve their wool-bearing quali- 
ties will make no mistake in getting the 
best Merino ram that can be obtained, 
f^ith a dock of eighty ewe's or more the 
thcrcweo'value of each lamb as a wool 
beanr.will pav good interest on a pret- 
ty high pribe for a thoroughbred ram. 
But if the lambs are to be sold to the 
batchers, males of the Down or mutton 
breeds art preferable, though the Meri- 
no is not so inferior for mutton as it is 
often supposed to be. 


Drying Fruit tinder Bot Bed Sash. 


Popular Gardening suggests that own- 
ers of hot bod sash utilize those for 
making a sun dryer for drying surplus 
fruit. The sash should be elevated on 
a frame four feet from the ground at 
the front and a foot lusher behind, 
rack with supports for drying trays a 
four or five inches apart should bo co 
structort inidcr the sash, to be reachet 
from behind.

Then when

el- bulk, and thus keep the stomach in 
condition for working. 


A great supply of milk docs not al- 


ways mean a largo butter yield. If the 
cow is in reasonably good condition she 
will put in the cream pot all the fat- 
forming food she eats, and if an extra 
good cow lomething more. In other 
words, she will grow poor while giving 
milk. There is nothing more stimulat- 
ing to milk secretion than warm mash- 
es of wheat bran, but the milk will not 
be rich in cream except at the expense 
of the cow. If butter making is -what 
is aimed at, corn or oat meal must be 
added to the bran, arid if the coir grows 
poor on this feed, omit the bran alto- 
gether.

creased 154 percent., while that of tho 
United States has increased Imt.lU .per 
cent., and tho city of Buenos Ayres .is 
ffrowinr; faster than MinnoapoliH of 
Denver. 
LIML year it roooived 124,000 


immigrants from Europe, nnd the nat- 
ural increase is very largo. 
The new- 


comers are mostly Italians and l!as<iucs. 
with a sprinkle of Germans, Swiss and 
Swedes. 
To tempi tho immigrants 


into tho agricultural districts the gov- 
ernment has enacted land laws oven 
moro liberal than ours. Each head of 
a family is entitled to 250 acres free, 
and as much moro as ho desires to pur- 
chase, to li limit of 1600 acres, at about 
seventy-live cents an aero in our monoy. 
Or tho settlor may acquire 1500 acres 
free after five years by planting 200 
acres to grain and twenty-four acres to 
timber. 
Free 
transportation from 


linenoK Ayrcs to the place of location 
is granted to all settlers and their fam- 
ilies, exemption from taxation for ton 
years, and colonization societies are 
organized which issue bunds gnaren- 
leed by the government, the proceeds 
of which are loaned to tho settlors in 
sums not groiiter than $1000, for llvo 
years witli interest at six per cent., up- 
on cultivation of a certain amount of 
improvements. 
The results of thoso 


beneficent laws arc conspicuous. 
In 


ISSO nearly nine hundred thousand 
acres of wild land were ploughed and 
planted. 
One firm in ttucnos Ayres 


sold 1200 reapers manufactured in the 
United States, nnd other linns n lesser 
number; elevators are being erected 
upon the banks of tho rivers, from 
which wheat is loaded into vessels for 
Brazil and Europe, and the average crop 
was twenty-two bushels of wheat to 
the acre.—f William E. Curtis, in Har- 
per's Magazine for November.
